(Winsten, Salem, N.C.l - Larry Little P 
coördinator of the Black Panther Party Cliapter 
ht-re and natlonal spokusperson of the JoAnne 
little Defense CnmmiUee, told THË BLACK 
PANTHER that he has heen informed that his 
mime was includeti on a list of mdividuals 
slated for assassinatinn found in the apartment 
of Ly nette A, iSqucnky} Pr om me, in Sacra- 
mento, Cïdifnmia. and LhaL !ie had reeeived 
t hreats on his.life by Ku Klus Klan officials 
and others in North Carolina. 

Kromme Ls the woïrtan charged wüh an 
attempt on 1 3ie lift uf GcraLd Ford on 
September 5 in Sacramento. Sandra Gnod, 
Fromme's roommate, told the press foilowitig 
Promme’s arrest thai an “International 
People's Court of RetribuLion" has marked for 
as&assination scores of business ex ecu Éi vos" 
whose firma dflmage the environment. 

Information that Larry Little *s name was on 
the list ca me from the FIÏJ office hete as did the 
informalion that one Cnrl Parker, a lotal 
Dragon of the Ku Klux Klan. had threalened to 
kill Larry. This was confirnied hy Joo Grady, 
Grand Dragon of the KKK in North Carolina, 
who telephoncd the Black Panther Party 
headquorters here on May £4. to inform the 
Party thal Parker is responsible for the threat. 

Agtun, on Sêptembc- £3 and on Ortober 4, 
local FBI agente_Ellcr and Zadtaty T. Luw e 
respectively caUerl the Party office to inform ft 
that Carl Parker had thrëatened the life of 
Larry Little .

A victun of three falso arrests for suspicion of 
robbery h and Iwo false arrests for oiicmpted murder, 1’oure s llfe 
became increasingly in dnnger. On October IS, 1969, Waltcr 
'Toure' Pope was bnilally gunned down by the Los Angoles Metro 
Squad as he lefL a store whilt- delf vering newspapers, According to 
eyewitïueases, police catne upon bim and opened Rre, Toure” 
never had a chance.

For 
exümple, they regularly aLtend 
the Man tjueniin 6 trial which 
gives Lhem direct ex po su re to the 
inadequacies of the American 
judiciaI system for Black and 
other minority people,

OCTOBER 17, 1787 

As an indiraiion n| huw 
deep'Seated racism is in the 
United States, we need only 
study history to reali^e that Lhê 
sa me Lhings Black peoplr* we re 
fighting for 200 yeais agü are 
still being struggled for today. A 
case in polnl occurred on 
October 17,. 1787, when a group 
of angry Boston Blacks, led by a 
man named Priuce Hall, peth 
rioiied the state bgislaiure for 
equal school facililies. 


OCTOBER 16-17, 1859 

On October 16-17, 1859, John 
Brown led five Blark men and 13 
Wldtes on an historie assault on 
Harper's Ferry, Virginia, in an 
attempt to initiate a alave 
rebeliion which wou ld sweep 
throughnut the South. The at- 
lack was unsuecessful as ïwo 
B lacks ware killed, iwo were 
eapt.Lt red and one escaped. AH of 
the survivoi-js et the raid tvere 
huugfd, John Brown, n White 
man , was a eonrageous tonder of 
the antisluvery convent ion in 
Cnnuida in 18^8. John Brown will 
live forever in the rninds of Black 
people as a White man that truly 
hated slavery and did everythiiig 
an hls power to stop it, even al 
ihe cost of his own tife. 


OCTOBER 17, 1871 

On October 17, 1871, Presb 
dent Ulysses Oranl issuéd a 
proclamaiinn against a wave of 
Ku Klus Klan terror against 
Black people in South Carolina 
and suapeuded Ihe right of 
habeas corpus — the right to <lu t. j 
proces s of law- in nine coun- 
tios. He als o isaued a second 
proclamation commanding the 
"Rifle Clubs" 1 of South Carolina 
to disband. 


OCTOBER 16, 1901 

On tober 10, 1901. Booker 
T'. Weahingloti its an officia lly 
recognïSïCd ‘ leader" of Black 
America, dined at the White 
Ihaiste wilh President Kooscvclt- 
V\ ashington received stinging 
criticïsm from Southern Blacks.

The bilt introducé d by Senator 
James Buekley and Represenla- 
Live Robert Michcl has reccntly 
received the endorsement of 
former U.S. Welfare Commis- 
siemér RoberlB. Carlson. Thls bill 
wou ld eiiminate 10 million people 
from the fond stamp program. 

Ford has delnyed revealing the 
contents of his bill. bui claims il 
wou ld save SI billinn, annuatly, 
'provide benofits to tliose who 
nend them and ré move benefits 
from those who don't " He said 
he plans to submiL the plan wheti 
Congres in returns Octnbor 20 from 
a week-long Columbus Day re- 
cess.

The suil charges the ulilily 
company adopied a pracrice of 
traditionally hiring and assigning 
Blaeks to tovv paying and low 
uppOrLunily jobs such as janilor. 

Duquesne was also charged 
with hiring and assEgmng wonten 
to cl erica I and charwomun jobs 
which have little opportunity for 
advaneement, while hiring and 
assignlng similady situaied men 
to botter paying and higher 
opportunity jobs. 

The snit aJso charges the 
de fondant folio wed seniority and 
transfer polictes which tend tn 
COnfine Blaeks and wom<?n to £hc 
fow opportunity jobs and depart- 
mvnLy vo which ihoy woro mitially 
assigned on the basis uf race and 
sex, 

WORD OF-MÜUTH 

Another charge in the suil is 
Lhat the company followeda word- 
of-mouth recr uitment practico 
which tends to perpetusie the 
rad al charaeter of its present 
work force. 

Duquesne aJso used u high 
school education requirement for 
most job classjfications, althnugh 
this educational requirement has 
a discrimmatory impact on Blacks 
and has nol been shown to be a 
vaiid predictor for successful 
performance for the jobs in 
question, the suil said. 

Another problem to be correct - 
ed before equality wïll be reached 
is that the tests Duquesne uses 

for selection, assignmenl, trans¬ 
fer and promotion tend to exclude 
Blacks. These lests also have not 
been ghown to be accurate 
predictors of successful job per¬ 
formance. 

The utilily company aJso failed 
to identify and provide a method 
of correction for BJack and female 
employees who have been dis- 
criminoted aguinsr in the past on 
the basis of race or sex and who 
continue to suffer the effects of 
that discrimmation , the suit 
charges.

cm electronsc w iretaps placed in his Berkeley office in 1973, 

Dellums said al the Friday news conference that he will first aak 
the FBI tn voluntarily submit the infemmation to him and the House 
Select Committee on Intelhgence. of which he is a member. 

It wag during the House Committee hearings the dsy before that 
Dellums made the shocking disclosüre LhaL someone haïï bugged his 
Berkeley congressional office m 1972 or 1973. During the hearing - 
tn which overal former law enforcement officials and wiretap 
experts frank ly admitted that itlegal bugging is wldespread in the 
U S. - the Progressive Black Democral said that a high frequency 
radio surveillance devicu was discovereri during a probing ■'sweop''

Many of you reading this will 
probably say r well, I foei for these 
people but they have committed 
crimes and they must be pun- 
ished. 1 wüuld Eike to say nne 
thing in response: 

In the United Statos, it is n 
crime to be hom Black, to be bom 
futor. Thero is a ruling clasa in the 
United States of America which 
Controls all the laws, the institu- 
tions, the agencies of repression. 
The agertdes of hiw en forcement 
are the re specifica lly to proleet 
the interests of that ruling class, 

Any act which iacontrary to the 
interests of the ruhng class in Lhe 
United States is considered a 
crime and ia punishahle by 
imprisonmenU Anyone living in 
that system who is not & momber 
of the ruling class, w ho does nol 
have connections, who cannnl 
afford to liire a big, expensive 
löwyer, is subject Lo being thrown 
into one of these prisons. 

And remember, when you go, 
the so me brutal, sadistic, vicious 
prison gnards who leargassed 
Fred Billingslea, an asthmalic

In a trial scheduled to begin 
Ibis week, County Manager Lu¬ 
iden Morin, Sheriff Wil Ham Lom¬ 
bard, jail superintendent Robert 
Stanwick, and the county of 
M omoe will be chargcd with 
violating the low as regards 
conditions in the jail 

The snit, fiied more than a ycar 
and a half ago, seelks to have the 
violations in the jail corrected. It 
also seeks a total of 3415*000 in 
damages for ssx former inmates 
of the county jail, 

The suit deals with the denial 
of accésH to the women of job and 
nllirir programs that the men 
partidpate in, U also citcs 
restrictive visiting procedures, 
Lhe lack of npporlunity for 
exercise, inadequate medical 
care, the kick of privacy of the 
mail and arbitrary disciplitiary 
processesin the jail. 

David Beier, one of the lawyers 
working on the case, says that 
many of the condilions the suit 
seeks to correct in the county jait 
were corrected long ago in state 
prison s.

At lira Lhan in the county jail 
beemise conditiom in the county 
jail are so much worsé than 
conditions for convicted felons in 
state prisons.

(‘’das.sificd'’1 is to conceal the 
U.S, guvernmental funding of the 
union programs — which are 
often indirect subsidies to the 
international trade secretariats. 
This classified report w r as given to 
somc American labor poople in 
1974. A copy is in the hands of 
this writer. 

It is also tme that the Postal, 
Telegraph and Telephonc 
Workers fPTTI) secretariat that 
the CWA belongs to has been 
identifïed as a known instrument 
of the CIA in key areas of unrest 
like Brazil during the overthrow 
of President Goulart in I9Ê4 and 
in other locations. Agee s book 
contains mimerous references to 
the PTTI, and the organization 
works closely with the AALC, 

Instruments of the AFL-CIO 
abroad are usually given tn vast 
indnetrination and training pro¬ 
grams. At nne time this was 
rightly thüught to be a means of 
indudng anticommunist, antjna- 
Lionalist and antEsocialist thinking 
on the part of the trainees. Time. 
How ever, it is also a means of 
surveillance and idenUftcaUon of 
key labor militants. This is well 
known in the case of AIFLD En 
Chde prior to and alter the 1973 
military coup. AALC officers keep 


detailed files and dossiers on alt 
labor people thal they iome in 
contact w p itb in Africa. Being 
funded by the U.S. government, 
these files are naturally mode 
available to official agcncics liko 
the CIA. 

1RAINING 

The training in union work and 
the support given to local labor 
people by the AALC is being 
inereasïngly aUacked. Aside from 
the facl that these programs are 
so vast thal they are in excess of 
any ‘ 'training'" program given to 
American unionists — which 
raises quostions as to why the 
government funds them — there 
are also the commenta of mditant 
and Progressive foreign labor 
leaders.

Su thorem Ue our 
poli tic al implications: Hughes,, 
who was govemor of the state of 
New Jersey at the time and who is 
now the chief justice of the state 
Suprème CuUrt We also havé 
Bréudan Byrne r who is the 
governor of New Jersey right 
now; he was in cahools with 
Larner at that time, 

When these two crirninals 
testified for the state in 1966, 
they had nïne or ten armed 
robburies Lhrouglioul New Jersey 
to answer for. Well, Brendan 
Byrne, who wos tlién the Essex 
County p ros ecu tor. went around 
Loa1H.be judge-s in bis county and 
had them quasb ui! those indicl- 
menls because they testified 
agamst me.

Q: Larner was From the same 
county as Byrne? 

CARTER: Ves. So w r hen you 
ask why dïd Larner deny that 
appesl, well, he s the guardian of 
thal cóiwiction. He said right 
Frnin the start óf the hearing, 

''Why should the sLute be de- 
prived üf this convict3on? ,J These 
were his exact words — not why 
two beman beings should bc 
deprived of their lives because of 
vicieus and prefabricaied lies. 


Beeiiiise I wil! not say that Tm 
guilty. or act lïke tm guilty, I am 
n threat to the tidnunistration, to 
the pohtïcians, You know, there 
are brutal penple in control of 
these prisons. There is no ac- 
countability all che w r ay up the 
ladder, We are jusl left here with 
these people* and they are 
vkious. There have been several 
instEmces in tho tast four or five 
tnonihs of people being brutat- 
ized to death here in Trenton 
State Prison. This is the place 
where they kill you, and that'a 
why they moved me here after the 
Rahway rcbeUion.

I’m blind in one eye because of 
iftek of proper medical at tent ion 
in IhisTrenton State Prison, and I 
know thal if I get siek in here I'm 
going lodie. I A;ioi4' that because 
lts whal the administration 
wants. They showed me that very 
clearly when they blinded me in 
my eye. 

tj: Whal did htifipen to ynur 
eye? 

CARTER: f donT know. When I 
came into this jaiL 1 had perfect 
Vision - no problem ever wdth 
my eyes even when 1 was u 
prize-fightér goLng Lhrough all 
that rugged: stuff, I liever had 
problems with my eyes. Bul then 
I come to this joil. and when I was 
here aboin three weeks ï had an 
examination — at thal time they 
gaveovory personan examination:
